SUPT. SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


CHARLESTOWN, N. H. 


Your Committee for the year 1869-70 has attended to the du- 
ties of his office, and begs leave to submit the following as his 
report : 

It gives your Committee pleasure to state in general terms 
that the schools of the town, so far as he has had any knowledge of 
them, have never been managed as judiciously as they have been 
managed the past year; the order and the general discipline of 
the schools have been better during the last year than during 
either of the two years immediately preceeding the last. There 
is still much room for improvement; but the committee would 
assure all that, within his knowledge, the condition of the schools 
was never better, and the standard of scholarship for the town 
was never higher, than it is at the present time. 

District No. 1. The summer term was taught by Miss 
Anna R. Heyward, of Charlestown, N. H. Miss Heyward en- 
deavored to do justice to the school and to herself, and was suc- 
cessful. The Winter term was taught by Mr. EK. F. Pemba, of 
Simonsville, Vt. He, too, was successful. Many things might 
be said in praise of the exercises at the closing examination. 

[The report for the High School District, Nos. 2 and 3, may 
be found elsewhere. ] . 

Dist. No. 4. The school in this district was taught during 
the year by Miss Nellie M. Milliken, of Charlestown, N. H.— 
Miss Milliken gave good satisfaction during the Summer term. 
She was untiring in her efforts in behalf of the school. The 
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Winter term was commenced by Miss Milliken with the same 
earnest desire to benefit the scholars, hoping, thereby, undoubt- 
edly, to merit and receive the support and approbation of the 
parents. In this, however, she was disappointed ; for she re- 
ceived neither the support nor approbation of a majority of the 
district, as was shown by the fact that a petition was presented 
to the Committee, signed by twenty legal voters in the district, 
demanding her immediate dismissal from the school, inasmuch 
as, in their opinion, she was not qualified to teach the school. A 
hearing was had on the petition. The petitioners, in the opinion 
of the committee, failed to produce any evidence or reason on 
account of which Miss Milliken was not qualified to teach the 
school. The petition, therefore, was dismissed, and the teacher » 
was permitted to continue the school. Eleven of the twenty pe- 
tioners sent no children to school. Some of them were men 
without any family, and not one of them had visited the school. 
The petioners refused or neglected to obtain the best of all evi- 
dence in regard to the school—the evidence of their senses— 
choosing, rather, to base so grave an action against their teacher 
and neighbor on the evidence of unruly boys and mere prattling 
children! The Committee visited the school several times, and 
_ ventures to say that he knew more about the condition of the 
school, understood better what trouble existed in it,and what was 
the cause of that trouble, than all the petitioners put together. 
Aud he further presumes to say that he knew nothing more 
about the school than each petitioner might have known had he 
taken the same trouble to inform himself. The Committee be- 
came morally certain that three or four boys were the cause, and 
the only cause, of trouble in the school. He also felt quite cer- 
tain that the expulsion of those boys from school, at the proper 
time, would restore the school to as good, if not a better, working 
condition than it usually enjoys. Fred. Hamlin and Charles 
Sanders were expelled from school. In the evening of the same 
day the above mentioned petition was received by the Commit- 
tee. After the hearing on the petition, one half of the scholars 
were taken from the school, and strenuous efforts were made to 
get up a private school in opposition, which efforts were success- 
. ful; and thus the plan the Committee had formed for quelling 
the disorder in the school was thwarted. The Committee would 
fail to do the fullest justice to the whole district if he did not 
state the fact that a, very respectable minority of the voters in 
the district had nothing to do with the petition. The reason 
they had for not signing the petition we know not, but we pre- 
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sume it was, because knowing nothing about the school, they 
feared to testify against it, lest they break a command of the 
Decalogue which says “ Thou shalt not bear false witness against 
thy neighbor.” 

Dist. No. 5. The summer term in this district was taught by 
Miss Kate A. Labaree, of Charlestown, N. H., and the Winter 
term by Mr. Henry W. Jones, of Springfield, Vt. Both of them 
were experienced teachers, and conducted the business of teach- 
ing in a‘very efficient manner. 

Dist. No. 6. Miss Gusty M. Tenney, of Charlestown, N. H.., 
taught the summer term. Asa teacher Miss Tenney was ear- 
“nest and faithful; and the school made good progress under her 
instruction. The winter term was taught by Miss Frances M. 
Bailey, of Claremont N.H. The recitations at the close of the 
term did not give evidence of as much thoroughness as is desir- 
able. The school was not a failure; but the Committee thinks 
he might reasonably have expected a little more efficiency from 
a teacher of so much experience. 

Dist. No. 7. The Summer term was taught by Miss Sarah 
A. Porter. The Committee was not well pleased with the ap- 
pearance of the school at either time of the two visits made near 
its commencement; but he can make no further report, because 
he was not seasonably informed of its closing day. The Winter 
term was taught by Mr. Frank Wheeler, of Mr. 
Wheeler conducted the school very well, and the scholars ap- 
peared to have made fair progress, although the visit made near 
the close of the school was not intended to be the examining 
visit. 

Dist. No. 8. This school was taught in the summer by Miss 
Ida R. Kennedy, of Charlestown, N. “HL. This is a small school. 
The term began with a good prospect of success, but the Com- 
mittee can make no further report, because he was not notified 
of its closing. The Winter term was taught by Miss H. J. 
Bowen, of Charlestown, N. H. This term of school was well 
conducted, and the exercises at the closing examination were 
good. 

Dist. No. 9. The Summer term of this school was taught by 
Miss Merial A. Whipple, of North Charlestown, N. H. Miss 
Whipple is an experienced teacher. She managed the affairs of 
the school well, and taught the various branches of study with a 
commendable degree of thoroughness. The Winter term was 
taught by Miss H. A. Whipple, or North Charlestown, N. H.— 
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The school began with a good prospect of success; but the Com- 
mittee can make no further report because he was not notified of 
its closing. 

Dist. No. 10. There was a school in this district, only in 
the Winter, and it was taught by Miss Hattie E. Adams. Miss 
Adams was faithful to her little school of three scholars. 


Dist. No. 11. The Summer term in this district was taught 
by Miss Mary E. Rust, and the Winter term by Mr. George Da- 
vis, of Langdon, N. H. Both terms of the school were well 
managed, and the scholars at the closing examinations gave un- 
mistakable evidence that they had had a thorough drill in their’ 
studies. his school has improved much during the last two 

ears. 

Dist. No. 12. The Summer term in this district was taught 
by Miss Eveline L. Lathrop. Miss L. is an experienced teacher. 
She seemed to understand the business of teaching, and her school” 
appeared well at its commencement. But the (‘ommittee can 
make no further report of the school, because he was not notified 
of its closing. The winter term was taught by Mr. James Frost, 
of North Charlestown, N. H. Mr. Frost is a beginner, but he 
managed the school with a good deal of firmness, and the schol- 
ars made a fair amount of improvement. 


Dist. No. 13. Both terms of the school in this district were 
taught by Miss Flora EK. Fisher, of Alstead, N H. Miss Fisher 
shows considerable tact in the management of a school. The 
general discipline of the school was good, and the scholars made 
fair progress. At the closing examinations, especially the Win- 
ter one, the recitations indicated a little lack of thorough drill- 
ing. 

Dist. No. 14. The Summer term was taught by Miss E. Ro- 
sette Clark, of North Charlestown. Miss Clark is a beginner in 
the work of teaching. The scholars made creditable progress in 
their studies. The Winter term was taught by Miss H. W. 
Parks, of Charlestown, N. H. Miss Parks has had experience 
in teaching, and is in every way qualified to teach school. The 
scholars enjoyed the school, and made considerable advancement 
in their studies. The exercises at the closing examination indi- 
cated thorough drilling.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


Your Committee, before he closes his report, would make a 
few remarks to parents and teachers. 

1st, to parents. Your Committee, during the three years he 
has had charge of the public schools, has been watching with 
great care the origin, course and progress of events which tran- 
spire in our schools, and has become more fully impressed than 
ever before of the almost absolute necessity there is for the par- 
ents to visit their school often, so that they may become inti- 
mately acquainted with every thing that pertains to it—its man- 
agement, its order and its discipline—independent of any word 
or testimony of their own children or their neighbor’s children, 
if they desire to secure for themselves or their children the full 
amount of benefit that the public school is calculated to give — 


By neglecting to visit the school and trusting to the testimony of 


children, parents are often found who talk loudly in praise of a 
teacher whose only recommendation is a knack of getting the 
good will of the scholars, although it may be they secure this 


good will by flattery, by unmerited praise, or by cheerfully grant- 
ing indulgence to the lawless, the disobedient, the idle and the — 


vicious ; on the other hand, parents are found who talk as loud- 
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ly in dispraise of a faithful, efficient teacher, who requires the © 


lawless to be careful, the disobedient to obey, the idle to study, 
and the vicious to be virtuous, Several instances of this kind 
could be cited by the Committee, did he think it necessary. A 
studious scholar almost never takes ground against a teacher ; 
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but complaints against a teacher are made by those scholars — 
whose habits and inclinations are most opposed by the teacher ; — 


hence it is that a faithful teacher is more liable to be berated by 


| 
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the disobedient, the idle and the vicious, than an unfaithful 
teacher. And blessed is that district where there is not one 
scholar who is disobedient, idle or yicious. All who desire the 
success of our public schools ought to be on the alert lest they 
be deceived into taking part in measures calculated to destroy 
the benefit we might secure from them. Your Committee would 
repeat, what in substance he has already said, that parents ought 
to visit their schoo] sufficiently often to inform themselves as to 
what is being done in it so that they can form a positive opinion 
in regard to it, independent of any evidence or testimony their 
own children or their neighbor’s children may give; and without 
this information thus acquired, no parent, in the opinion of the 
Committee, is justified in saying a word, expressing an opinion, 
or taking any part in any action against the school or its teacher. 
If this rule was strictly observed, there would be but little fault 
found with our schools. 
2d, to teachers. The Committee conceives it to be the duty of 
a teacher to enter in the school register the name of each schol- 
ar—not a nick-name nor a pet-name, but the REAL NAME—just 
as it would be found written in the family bible or family record. 
We do not believe the words “ Johnnie,” ‘“ Susie,” ‘: Frankie,” 
‘* Maggie,” “ Jimmie,” and “ Bertie,” represent the name of any 
scholar in town; but we find the above words written in our 
school registers as names of scholars 
2d. To instruct or teach classes, and not individual scholars. 
This rule becomes a necessity in a large, mixed school, and-we 
believe no teacher can neglect to observe it without lowering the 
standard of scholarship for that school. For where this rule is 
not observed, the small scholars are invariably neglected ; where 
they read and spell once, they ought to read and spell twice ; and 
the Primary Arithmetic classes are turned off with little or no at- 
tention. With this kind of care the little scholars learn nothing 
thoroughly, become discouraged, and, as a natural consequence 
of this, become dull. Teachers will often have difficulties thrown 
in their way by parents who do not understand the art of teach- 
ing, if they are not ready any moment to leave all things else, 
however important they may be, to assist some scholar to do a 
“sum”; but, nevertheless, teachers should remember that it is 
their duty to give their undivided attention to each class for as 
long a time as it requires, although by so doing they may not be 
able to render personal assistance to any scholar during the day.

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School Report for High School! District. 





The Committee for the High School District, Nos. 2 and 3, 
would submit the following as their report of the condition and 
standing of the schools during the year : 

NorrH Primary. The Summer and Fall terms of this school 
were taught by Miss Helen Whipple, of North Charlestown, N. 
H. YJhe school during these two terms made good progress, and 
at the visits made at the close of the terms, the recitati ons indi- 
cated a fair degree of thoroughness. On the whole, however, the 
proficiency of the scholars and the tone of the discipline were not 
quite as good as they were for the corresponding terms of the 
year before, which were also taught by Miss’ Whipple. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Anna’ Heyward, of 
Charlestown, N. H. ‘The school during this term was very much 
disturbed by some parents, and others in the district—some of 
them even violating the criminal laws of the State. No person 
teaching school under these circumstances, could be expected to 
make the scholars very thorough and proficient in their studies. 
When we consider the opposing influence that was brought to 
bear upon the scholars by ignorant and lawless citizens, we think 
that Miss Heyward secured remarkably good order in the school. 
Miss H. requires obedience on the part of the scholars, and is 
satisfied when obedience is rendered 

Soutu Primary. ‘This school was taught during the three 
terms of the year by Miss Mary L. Leach, of Keene, N, H.— 
Miss Leach labored untiringly for the success and advancement 
of her scholars. And let it suffice to say, that the results se- 
cured by this hard work and constant watchfulness, were highly 
satisfactory to the Committee. In the recitations, the scholars 
showed a thoroughness and proficiency that were very creditable 
to themselves and to their teacher. 

GRAMMAR ScHoou. ‘This school has had but one term, and 
was kept inthe Winter. It was taught by Miss Helen Whipple, 
of North Charlestown, N H. ‘This term was a profitable one to 
the district. Many of the scholars were those who had been un- 
der her instruction in the primary school the year before, and 
they gladly welcomed Miss H. as their teacher in this school.— 
The progress the scholars made in their studies was very credit- 
able, and the discipline of the school was good. 
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Hieu Scnoot. The Summer term of this school was taught 
by Miss Julia D. Kennedy, of this town. The school always ap- 
peared to be doing well at each of the visits made by the Com- 
mittee, and the exercises at the examination at the close of the 
school indicated a good degree of thoroughness on the part of 
both teacher and scholars. 

The Fall and Winter terms were taught by Miss Merial Whip- 
ple, of North Charlestown, N. H. Both terms were conducted 
in a manner creditable to the teacher. Hach branch of study 
had due attention given to it. A good discipline was maintained 
in the school, and the scholars appeared to render to their teach- 
er a cheerful obedience. During the Winter term a much larger 
proportion of scholars than is usual gave attention to some of the 
higher branches of study. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The Committee believe that, with one exception, all the 
schools in High School District during-the year have been good, 
and some of them have been of a high order, both as regards dis- 
cipline and proficiency. And in the excepted case (3d term of 
North Primary) we believe the teacher was not at fault. Some 
of our citizens continue to feel so bitter against the School Regu- 
lations adopted by the district, that they take great pleasure in 
injuring the schools in any manner possible. Hence a new 
teacher furnishes them a fine opportunity for effectual labor ; 
they talk disrespectfully of the teacher, and prejudice the minds 
of the scholars against the teacher, sometimes, even, before the 
school begins. ‘This has been done, to the certain knowledge of 
your Committee, in the case of every new teacher, with one ex- 
ception, that has taught in this district during the last three 
years. And how can the evils created by these evil-minded citi- 
zens be in part averted’ I[t can be averted, in part, if those 
who desire the success of these public schools, would visit them 
often. 

Some complaint was made about a case of punishment that took 
place during the Winter term of the North Primary School. 
According to all the Committee could learn about it, he thinks 
the teacher exercised great discretion in the case. He resisted 
chastisement, and the teacher punished him only until he prom- 
ised obedience ; to have done Jess would indicate a lack of firm- 
ness, and to have done more would indicate a vindictive spirit. 

In order to show one good result of the school regulations, the 
Committee would give the number of tardy marks for the last 
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four years, viz.: during 1866-7 there were 1281, during 67-8 
there were 637, during 68-9 there were 195, during ’69--70 
there were 208. The most of the following remarks are more 
applicable to the town than to high school district ; but as they 
were omitted in that report we will insert them in this. 

Some of our townsmen are disposed to make considerable talk 
about the frequent changes that have been made in the text 
books used in our schools, during the last three years. The 
Committee would state, for the information of all who are con- 
cerned, that there has been but one exchange made in our school 
books during that time; and that was an exchange of Geogra- 
phies. ‘Two books have been taken out of the schools altogether, 
viz: Greenleaf’s National Arithmetic and Cornell’s (old series) 
Grammar School Geography. 

Three years ago, when the present school Committee first took 
charge of the public schools of the town, he found the text books 
in the schools very much mixed up, and he felt it his duty to se- 
cure uniformity of text books. ‘This he did by requ'ring schools 
to make use of such books, and such only, as had already been 
recommended and introduced by former committees We believe 
the above mentioned exchange of Geographies is the only one 
that has been made for five years.
